COUNTY. 



AN ACT to provide for the Building of a Jail and Jail Residence at Evan- 
ston, the county seat of Uinta Coujity, and to bond the County therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming :

to be built a cause to be built, a jail and jailors residence on any 
o*'s residence^ site owucd by the couuty, or to purchase a site or sites, 
chase site.^"^' OT Tcceive the .same bj donation or otherwise, within the 
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limits of the town of Evanston, in said county, and to 
secure a deed for the same for the said county, for a jail 
and jailor's residence, and the said board are hereby 
authorized to issue bonds of the said county to defray 
the expenses incurred and to be incurred, in the build- 
ing and completion of said jail and residence not 
exceeding the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. Said Board of County Commissioners is ^^^>^m^i«^«^jw^ 
hereby vested with full power to make all necessary to contract, 
arrangements and contracts for the building of said jail 
and residence in such manner as said Board may deem 
for the interest of said county, and shall exact a bond contractor 
from the contractor in double the amount of the con- bond, 
tract, with good and sufficient sureties, for the faithfyl 
execution of such contract.

Said bonds shall be regularly numbered from one shaii be num- 
upwards, and before being issued shall be registered in 
the county treasurer's office of said county, and counter- 
signed by the treasurer. 

Sec. 4. The County Treasurer of said county shallTreasur e r 
keep a book in which shall be registered all of said ^Sds.*^^^ ^^^^'^ 
bonds, showing the number of the bond, and date of 
issue, to whom issued, amount, number of coupons, date 
of redemption, date of registry, and payment of inter- .

Provided, That the County Treasurer may anticipate 
said interest, and pay the same at any time during the 
month ol November of each year, if he should have 
funds in his hands for such purpose, and if, after the 
payment of interest on said bonds, any surplus remains 
iti the "jail and residence bond fund " hereinafter men- 
tioned, it shall be applied to the redemption of the bonds 
in the order of their number, commencing with the low- 
est number.

treasury notes, or National bank notes, and shall be 
used to pay interest and principal of said bonds, and for 
no other purpose, and said tax shall be collected in the 
same, manner as other county taxes, and paid into the 
county treasury by the collector of taxes. 
Five hundred Sec. 8. Whenever there is five hundred (500) dollars 
p?uB*ghaii"be in the hands of the County Treasurer belonging to the 
deem bonds.^"" jail and residence bond fund" over and above the 
necessary amount to pay the interest on said bonds for 
the current year, said Treasurer shall notify the holders 
of the lowest numbered bonds outstanding by advertise- 
ment in some newspaper of general circulation in the 
Territory of Wyoming for ten consecutive days (Sun- 
days excepted) or by personal notice, at his option, that 
the bonds (numbering them, giving the amount and to 
whom issued) will be paid on presentation to said Treas- 
urer, and that if said bonds are not presented within 
thirty days from such personal notice, or the completion 
of the advertisement, they will fail to draw interest 
thereafter. Should any bond or bonds mentioned in 
such notice or advertisement not be presented as above 
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specified, such bond or bonds shall fail to draw interest 
thereafter, and the surplus fund intended for the pay- 
ment of said bonds shall be used in the payment of the 
next lowest numbered bonds not included in said notice 
or advertisement, and the bonds not presented need not 
be paid until the following year. 

Sec. 9. The Board of County Commissioners shall j^tirement of 
each year, after the first, retire as many of said bonds 
as can be redeemed with the amount of "jail and resi- 
dence bond fund " at the time in the hands of the County 
Treasurer. In all cases, said bonds shall be redeemed 
by the payment of number one, and proceeding consec- 
utively upwards with those outstanding. All bonds, 
when redeemed, shall immediately be canceled by the 
County Treasurer in such a manner as said Board of 
County Commissioners may direct, and whenever there 
is a surplus of five hundred dollars and over in the 
" general county fund," such Commissioners may direct 
and transfer the same to the "jail and residence bond 
fund," and apply the amount to the redemption of bonds 
in the manner hereinbefore specified, or may purchase 
bonds in the open- market with the same : Provided^ that 
no money belonging to the " general county fund " shall 
be diverted or transferred whilst any county warrants 
of said county are outstanding. 

Sec. 10. All taxable property of said Uinta County Prop eTiy 
is hereby pledged to the payment of the principal and payment of 
interest of said bonds in the manner herein prescribed, ^*^"**^- 
and it shall not be lawful to use or divert any portion of

CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 



AN ACT Concerning Chattel Mortgages. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. Every mortgage, bond, conveyance or^^^J^**^" °* 
other instrument intended to operate as a mortgage, of 
goods, chattels and personal property hereafter made, 
shall be executed and acknowledged in the same man- 
ner, as provided by the laws of this Territory for the 
execution of conveyances of land. 

Sec. 2. Every mortgage, bond, conveyance or other void as to 
instrument intended to operate as a mortgage of goods, purchasers, 
chattels and personal property, hereafter made which l^ees^^niess 
shall not be accompanied by an immediate delivery, and recorded, 
be followed by an actual and continued change of pos- 
session of the goods, chattels and personal property- 
mortgaged shall be absolutely void as against the credi- 
tors of the mortgagor, and as against subsequent pur- 
chasers and mortgagees in good faith, unless such mort- 
gage, bond, conveyance, or other instrument intended to 
operate as a mortgage shall be recorded as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 3. Every such mortgage, bond, conveyance or Record of 
other instrument intended to operate as a mortgage, "^^^"^ ^*^^** 
shall be recorded in the office of the County Clerk of the

AN ACT to Regulate Divorces and Alimony. 

jB« it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 

of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. Marriages are void without any decree of Marriag«», 
divorce that may hereafter be contracted in this Terri-^ ®°^ 
tory. 

Firsty When either party has a husband or wife living 
at the time of contracting the marriage.

DOMESTIC ANIMALS. 



AN ACT to Suppress and Prevent the Dissemination of Contagious or Infec- 
tious Diseases among Domestic Animals. 

Se it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives^ 

of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. That the Governor of the Territory is here- Territorial 
by authorized to nominate, which nomination may begov'^Tno'if 
made upon the recommendation of the Stock Growers' «^*" appoint. 
Association of the Territory, and by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Council appoint (without un- 
necessary delay*after the passage of this act), a compe- ~ 
tent veterinary surgeon, who shall be known as the ' 
Territorial Veterinarian, and on entering on his duties 
shall take an oath to well and truly perform his duties 

as provided by law. 

Sec. 2. The duties of said Veterinarian shall be asg^ties^of JjJ: 
follows: To investigate any and all cases of contagious inarian. 
or infectious disease among domestic animals in this 
Territory of which he may have knowledge, or which 
may be brought to his notice by any resident in the 
locality where such disease exists. And it shall also be 
his duty in the absence of specific information to make 
visits of inspection to any locality where he may have 
reason to suspect that there is contageous or infectious 
disease. And to inspect under the regulations of this 
act all domestic animals that may arrive at any railroad 
station in this Territory, when these animals are such 
as to warrant the presumption that they are intended 
to remain in the Territory, and are to be, or may be 
used for breeding purposes therein. And it shall be

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the duty of the owner, or in his absence, of the person in 
charge of such animals so arriving, to notify the Terri- 
torial Veterinarian without delay, and not to allow such 
animals or any of them to leave the place of arrival, 
until they shall have been examined by the Veterinar- 
ian and his certificate obtained that all are free from 
disease. And no animal pronounced unsound by the 
Veterinarian shall be turned loose, removed or permit- 
ted to escape, but shall be held subject to the order of 
the Veterinarian. Any person failing to comply with 
this provision shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than fifty 
nor more than five hundred dollars for each offense.

'^**^' thorized and empowered, when in his judgement neces- 
sary, to order the slaughter of any or of all diseased 
animals upon said premises, and of all animals that have 
been exposed to contagion or infection under the fol- 
lowing restrictions. Said order shall be a written one 
and shall be made in duplicate, and there shall be a 
distinct order and duplicate for each owner of the ani- 
mals condemned, the original of each order to be filed 
by the Veterinarian with the Governor, and the dupli- 
cate given to said owner. And, further, before slaught- 
ering any animal or animals that has been exposed only 
and does not show disease the Veterinarian shall call in 
consultation with him two respectable practicing Veter- 
inarians or Physicians, residents of the Territory, or if 
this be impossible, then two reputable and well known 
stock owners, residents of the Territory, and shall have 
the written endorsement upon his order of at least one 
of said consulting Physicians or stock owners stating 
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that such action is necessary, and the consent of the 
owner or person in charge, before such animal or ani- 
mals shall be slaughtered. 

Sec. 5. Whenever, as herein provided, the Territor-Appr»»«ei», 
ial Veterinarian shall order the slaughter of one or J^^^^J* ™jJJJ 
more animals, he shall at the time of making such order of. 
notify in writing the nearest Justice of the Peace, who 
shall thereupon summon three disinterested citizens 
(who shall be stock owners) of the neighborhood to act 
as appraisers of the value of such animals. Said ap- 
praisers, before entering upon the discharge of their 
duties, shall be sworn to make a true and faithful ap- 
praisement without prejudice or favor. Thev shall 
after making their appraisement return certified copies 
of their valuation, a separate one being made for each 
owner, together with an accurate description of each 
animal slaughtered (giving all brands, earmarks, wat- 
tles, age, sex and class as to whether American, half- 
breed or Texas) to the Justice of the Peace by whom 
they were summoned, who shall, after entering the 
same upon his record and making an endorsement upon 
each, showing it to have been properly recorded, return 
it together with the duplicate order of the Veterinarian 
to the person or persons owning the animals slaught- 
ered, and it shall be the duty of the Territorial Veterin- 
arian to superintend the slaughter of such animals as 
may be condemned, and also the destruction of the car- 
cass, which latter shall be by burning to ashes, and 
shall include every part of the animal and hide, and 
also excrement as far as possible. He shall cause the 
said slaughter and burning to be done as cheaply as 
practicable, and shall pay the expense from the contin- 
gent fund hereinafter provided, taking proper vouchers 
for the same. 

Sec. 6. The Territorial Veterinarian shall make a^Jg^J}^^ 
report at the end of every year to the Governor of all 
matters connected with his work, and the Governor 
shall transmit to the several Boards of County Commis- 
feioners such parts of said report as may be of general in- 
terest to the breeders of live stock. The Governor shall 
also give information in writing as rapidly as he obtains 
it to the various Boards of County Commissioners, of 
each cause of suspicion or first eruption of disease in 
each locality, its course and the measures adopted to 
check it. * . 
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aovernor Sec. 7. Whenever the Governor of the Territory 
[in^i?ation. shall have good reason to believe that any disease cov- 
ered by this act has become epedemic in certain locali- 
ties in another State or Territory or that conditions ex- 
ist which render domestic animals liable to convey 
disease he shall thereupon, by proclamation, schedule 
such localities and prohibit the importation from them 
of any live stock of the kind diseased into this Territory 
except under such restrictions as he may deem proper. 
Any corporation, or any person or persons, who, after 
the publishing of such proclamation shall knowingly 
receive in charge any such animal or animals from any 
one of said prohibited districts, and transport or convey 
the same within the limits of this Territory shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
fined not less that one thousand dollars nor more than 
ten thousand dollars for each and every offense, and 
shall further become liable for any and all damages and 
loss that may be sustained by any person or persons by 
reason of the importation or transportation of such pro- 
hibited animals.

said Veterinarian in the discharge of his duty as herein- 
before set forth shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and 
any person or persons who shall be convicted of any 
one of the above acts or omissions shall be fined not less 
than filty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
for each and every such offense, shall forfeit all claims 
to indemnity for loss from the Territory, and upon con- 
viction a second time shall in addition to the above 
named fine be imprisoned for a term not less than thirty 
days, nor more than six months. 
Regulations. g^^ g rj^y^^ foUowiug regulations shall be observed 
in all cases of disease covered by this act. Firsty It 
shall be unlawful to sell, give away or in any manner 
part with any animal affected with or suspected of con- 
tagious or infectious disease; and in the case of any ani- 
mal that may be known to have been affected with, or 
esiposed to any such disease within one year prior to 
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such disposal, due notice of the fact shall be given in 
writing to the party receiving the animal. Second, It 
shall be unlawful to kill for butcher purposes, any such 
animal, to sell give away or use any part of it, or its 
milk, or to remove any part of the skin. A fail- 
ure to observe these provisions shall be deemed a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction shall be punished by a fine 
not less than one hundred dollars nor exceeding five 
hundred dollars. It shall be the duty of the owner or 
person having in charge any animal affected with, or 
suspected of any contagious or infectious disease to im- 
mediately confine the same in a safe place, isolated from 
other animals, and with all necessary restrictions to pre- 
vent dissemination of the disease until the arrival of the 
Territorial Veterinarian. 

The above regulations shall apply as well to animals ???lL**J??y,*^ 
in transit through the lerritory, as to those resident transit, 
therein, and the Territorial Veterinarian or his duly 
authorized agent shall have full authority to examine, 
whether in car, or yards, or stables, all animals passing 
through the Territory or any part of it, and on detec- 
tion or suspicion of disease, to take possession of and 
treat and dispose of said animals in the same manner 
as is prescribed for animals resident in the Territory. 

Sec. 10. All claims against the Territory arising from ^ \^»^i m^ s 
the slaughter of animals under the provisions of this territory, 
act shall together with the order of the Veterinarian 
and the valuation of the appraisers in each case be 
submitted to the Territorial Auditor, who shall examine 
them without unnecessary delay, and for each one that 
he finds to be equitable and entitled to indemnity under 
this act, shall issue his warrant on the Territorial 
Treasurer for the sum named in the Appraisers report. 

In auditing any claim under this act, it shall be the 
duty of the auditor to satisfy himself that it does not 
come under any class for which indemnity is refused by 
this act, and he shall require the affidavit of the claim- 
ant to this fact, or if the claimant be not cognizant 
thereof then of some reputable person who is cognizant 
thereof, and also the certificate of the Veterinarian 
(whose duty it shall be to inform himself fully of the 
facts) that in his opinion the claim is legal and just, 
and the auditor may at his discretion require further 
proof. The indemnity to be granted shall be two-thirds 
of 4h,e or<Jji|i^ry value of the animal as determined by 
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the Appraisers, without reference to its diminished 
value because of being diseased. It shall be paid to the 
owner upon his application and the presentation of the 
proofs* prescribed herein; and it shall be the duty of 
said owner to make such application within six months 
of the slaughter of the animal for which payment is 
claimed, failing which such claim shall be barred by 
limitation. 

These payments shall be made by the Territorial 
Treasurer as before provided and from the fund provid- 
ed by this act. 

The right to indemnity under this act is limited to 
animals destroyed by reason of the existence or suspect- 
ed existence of some epizootic disease, generally fatal 
and incurable such as rinderpest, hoof and mouth dis- 
ease, pleuro pneumonia, Anthrax or Texas fever among 
bovines, glanders among horses, and anthrax among 
sheep. For the ordinary contagious diseases not in 
their nature fatal such as scab or hoofrot in sheep, and 
epizootic influenzas in horses no immunity shall be paid.

ments shall be made from the fund provided by this act, 
the salary from the appropriation for salary, and the 
traveling expenses from the contingent fund, upon vou- 
chers signed and sworn to by him and approved by the 
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Governor, separate vouchers being made for salary and 
expenses. No person shall be competent under this 
act to receive the appointment of Territorial Veterinarian 
who is not at the date of his appointment a graduate 
in good standing of a recognized college of veterinary 
surgery, either in the United States, Canada, or Europe. 
He shall hold his office for two years; he may be remov- 
ed for cause by the Governor, who shall also have pow- 
er to fill a vacancy. The Appraisers herein provided for 
shall each receive five dollars for each day or part of day 
they may be actually employed as such which shall be 
paid from their county fund upon the certificate of the 
justice who summoned them. The justice shall receive 
his ordinary fee for issuing a summons to be paid out 
of the county fund. The members of the Board of 
Health, Veterinarians, physicians, or stock owners, call- 
ed in consultation by the Veterinarian shall each receive 
five dollars for each day or part of day they may be 
actually so employed and ten (10) cents per mile mile- 
age for distance actually traveled, which sums shall be 
paid from the Veterinarian's contingent fund hereafter 
provided. For this and other incidental expenses con- 
nected with his work and made his duty by this act, 
such as his traveling expenses, causing animals to be 
slaughtered and their carcasses burned and disinfect- 
ing infected premises, the Veterinarian shall have at 
his disposal the sum of three thousand dollars which 
shall be known as the Veterinarian contingent fund.

An Act entitled An Act to provide for the Incoporation of the City of 

Evanston. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That all that portion of the Territory of 
Wyoming situate on Bear River, in the County of Uinta, 
near the Union Pacific Railroad, laid out and platted as 
a town site by the Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
under and by the name of Evanston, together with all the 
additions that may be hereafter made thereto according 
to law, is hereby declared to be a corporation by th© 
name of the City of Evanston. 
BcMmoftroa- Sec. 2- There shall be elected, as provided in sec- 
^^*" tion 47 of this act, a Board of Trustees, consisting of 

three members, the one receiving the highest number 
of votes to serve three years, the one receiving the next 
highest number, to serve two years, and the one receiv- 
ing the next highest number, to serve one year, and on 
the second Tuesday of March of each year thereafter, 
there shall be elected one Trustee, who shall hold his 
office for three years from the date of his election.

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printed in said city, otherwise by posting up notices in 
five public places therein.

One Mayor, one Treasurer, one Assessor, one Clerk, one 
City Marshal, and one or more policemen, as they may 
deem expedient, who shall hold their offices for one year 
unless sooner removed by said Board of Trustees; said 
Clerk shall receive for his services as salary a sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred and fifty dollars per annum. Said 
marshal shall receive for his salary a sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars per month. Said Policeman 
shall receive for his salary a sum not exceeding seventy- 
five dollars per month.

Secondy To purchase, hold or convey any estate, real Real estate.

T/iird, To organize fire companies, hook and ladder Fire, 
companies; to regulate their government and the times 
and manners of their exercise; to provide all necessary 
apparatus for the extinguishment of fires; to make 
owners of buildings provide ladders and . fire buckets, 
which are hereby declared to be appurtenances to the 
real estate and exempt from execution, seizure or sale: 
to regulate the storage of gunpowder and other danger- 
ous material; to direct the construction of a place for 
the safe deposit of ashes, and may under an order by 
them entered upon the proper book of the Board, visit, 
or appoint one or more lire wardens to visit, and exam- 
ine at all reasonable hours, dwelling houses, lots, yards, 
enclosures and buildings of every description, discover 
if any of them are in a dangerous condition, and pro- 
vide proper remedies for such dangers; to regulate the 
manner of putting up stoves and stovepipes; to prevent 
out-fires and the use of fire-works and the discharge of 
fire-arms within the limits of said city or such parts 
thereof as they may deem proper; to compel the inhabi- 
tants of said city to aid in the extinguishment of fires; 
and prevent its communication to other buildings under 
such penalties as may be provided by ordinances adopt-

Thirteenth, To levy and colect an annual tax on prop- 
erty not to exceed five (5) mills on the dollar. 

Fourteenth, To make and establish such by-laws and 
regulations and ordinances not repugnant to the laws or 
organic act of this Territory, as may be necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of this act; and to repeal, 
altep or amend the same as they may deem expedient. 
But every by-law, ordinance or regulation, unless in case 
of emergency, shall be published in a newspaper in such 
city, if oiie be printed therein, or posted in five public 
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places at least ten days before the same shall take 
effect.

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AN ACT DellQing Embezzlement and Provfdinjf Punishment therefor.* 

Be it enacted by tlie Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. If any officer of public trust in this Terri- 
tory, whether elected or appointed, or any officer or 
director of any incorporated bank or private banking 
person or firm or of any incorporated company, embezzle 
or fraudulently convert to his owh ttee, bullion, money, 
bank notes, or any securiiy'tor* iiione'y, or any effects or 
property of anothei*.p§dt^op, which shall have come into 
his possession olc b^6n: placed under his care or manage- 
ment bjfxft'tii^ of- his office, place or employment, he shall 
• ;h^.de^to^d g&ilty of grand larceny, if the value thereof be 
'••tjj^ sum of twenty-five dollars and be punished accord- 
singly. 
BT«arrior S^c. 2. If any Carrier or any person to whom money 

or any property which may be the subject of larceny 
may be delivered to be carried for him, or any person 
who may be entrusted with any such property, embezzle 
or fraudently convert to his own use or secrete with in- 
tent to do so, any such property either in mass or other- 
wise before delivery thereof, at the place at which, or to 
the person to whom such property was to be delivered, 
he shall if the value be of the sum of twenty-five dollars 
be guilty of grand larceny and punished accordingly. 
Hr clerk or Sec. 3. If any clerk, agent, or servant of any private 
ag«nt. person or persons or of a co-partnership, shall embezzle 

or fraudently dispose of or convert to his own use, or shall 
take or secrete with intent to embezzle and convert to his 
own use, without consent of his employer or master aiiy 
money,' 6t security for money, or any property of another 
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which shall come to his possession, or shall be under his 
charge by virtue of such office or employment, he shall 
he deemed by so doing to have committed the crime of 
grand larceny when the amount of such money or prop- 
erty shall be of the value of twenty-five dollars, and be 
punished accordingly. 

. Sec. 4. In a prosecution against a person accused of Evidence, 
embezzling or fraudulently converting to his own use 
bullion, money, bank notes or any security for money, it 
shall be sufficient to allege the embezzlement or fraudu- 
lent conversion to be of money, without specifying any 
particular money, gold, silver, notes or security, and 
such allegation, so far as it regards the description of the 
property shall be sustained, if the accused be proved to 
have embezzled any bullion, money, bank notes or any 
security for money, although the particular species be 
not proved. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
*nd after its passage.

AN ACT Fixing the Fees and Compensation to be Paid to County and Pre- 
cinct Oflicers and for Other Purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representativet 
• of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1, That the persons and officers herein men- 
tioned, shall be entitled to receive for their services the 
compensation and fees herein allowed and none other, 
except as otherwise expressly provided by law. 

Sec. 2. There shall be allowed and paid to the sheriff-* fees. 
Sheriffs of the several counties the salaries and allow- 
ances as follows: In counties having five thousand in- 
habitants or population or less an annual salary of three 
thousand dollars, and to one deputy or under sheriff an 
Annual salary of one thousand two hundred dollars. 
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Provided, That should the sheriff find it necessary to 
employ more than one deputy or under sheriff he may 
do so, but in such case the total annual salaries paid to 
all such deputies or under sheriffs shall not exceed one 
thousand two hundred dollars; this provision shall ap- 
ply to counties without reference to population. In 
counties having more than five thousand inhabitants or 
population there shall be allowed and paid to the sheriff 
an annual salary of three thousand dollars and an addi- 
tional sum of two hundred and fifty dollars for every 
five hundred inhabitants or population in excess of five 
thousand, and there shall also be allowed and paid to 
one deputy or under sheriff an annual salary of one 
thousand two hundred dollars; such salaries shall be 
paid quarterly by warrants issued as provided by law, 
by the proper authorities of the county for' which such 
sheriff or deputy or under sheriff renders service as 
such, and shall be full compensation for all services I 

rendered except as herein otherwise provided. 

Sheriffs shall have charge of the jails in their respec- 
tive counties and of the prisoners therein confined, and 
shall be paid sixty cents per day for the keeping, board- 
ing and maintenance of each prisoner lawfully confined 
in such jail by the public authorities of the Territory, 
for the time such prisoner is actually kept, boarded and 
maintained therein; and all bills for the keeping, board- J 

ing and maintenance of such prisoners shall be proved, i 

audited, allowed and paid in the same manner as other 
bills against the county. He shall not be charged rent 
for any building owned by the county and occupied by 
him as a residence. In addition to the salary hereinbe- 
fore provided for sheriffs they shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from the party for whom the services are rendered 
in civil cases the following fees which must in all cases 
be paid in advance if demand be made therefor: Serv- 
irig and returning any writ, process, order or notice, ex- 
cept as hereinafter otherwise provided, for the first per- 
son one dollar, and for e^ch additional person twenty- 
five cents; For every mile actually and necessarily 
traveled in going and returning to serve process, fifteen 
cents; Taking bail or security one dollar; Serving order 
of attachment, order of arrest, order for the delivery of 
property or injunction order^ one dollar and fifty cents; 
Ekecuting writ of possession three dollars; Making levy 
utideY executioti or any other process where a levy is 
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required, one dollar; Making return where no property sheriff's fee*, 
is found, twenty-five cents; Making return of not found, ^^^^*°"*^^" • 
each person ten cents; Commission on moneys collected 
on execution or other final process where the same is 
collected without a sale of property, for the first $500.00 
two per cent; for the second $500.00 one per cent; for all 
over $1,000 one half of one per cent; where collection is 
made upon a sale of the property the commissions al- 
lowed shall be as follows, on the first $500.00 four per 
cent, on the second $500.00 two pfer cent, on all over 
$1,000.00 one per cent; For advertising property for sale 
one dollar and fifty cents; For executing deed when 
necessary to be made by sheriff* upon sale of any real 
property (including acknowledgment), five dollars; For 
summoning each juror twenty-five cents; For summon- 
ing each talesman juror, fifteen cents; For executing 
writ of habeas corpus one dollar: For executing order of 
committment, one dollar; In any case where in the exe- 
cution of his duties it shall become necessary for any 
sheriff" to take, store or keep, maintain or subsist any 
property he shall be entitled to receive a reasonable al- 
lowance to cover all the actual and necessary expenses 
of so taking, storing, keeping, maintaining or subsisting 
the same, such allowance shall be made and fixed by 
the proper court or a judge thereof upon affidavit made 
by such sheriff or his deputy or under sheriff*, showing 
in detail all items of such expenses, and that the same 
was actually and necessarily incurred in the execution 
of his duties in the particular case, and such court or 
judge may require other and further evidence to sustain 
the claim before allowing the same. When a sheriff* or 
any other person as the agent of the Territory, executes 
any requisition issued by the Governor of this Territory 
for the reclamation of any fugitive from justice, there 
shall be allowed and paid for such service by the county 
where such fugitive is required for trial, the sum of five 
dollars per day for the time actually and necessarily em- 
ployed in going after and returning such fugitive^ 
together with all actual and necessary expenses of such 
service to be shown by the affidavit of the person per- 
forming such service. The foregoing fees and compen- 
sation for services in executing a requisition issued by 
the Governor of this Territory, shall be paid in all cases 
where such services have heretofore been rendered, bv 
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the county to which the fugitive from justice was re- 
turned, or was returnable for trial, provided no payment 
has already been made therefor, and provided further, 
that hereafter no compensation shall be allowed to any 
agent or other person for executing a requisition unless 
such requisition was obtained upon the advice or re- 
quest of the prosecuting attorney, or the Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners of the county where the fugitive is to 
be returned for trial. 
County clerk Sec. 3. There shall be allowed and paid to the Coun- 
t^i^^^ ^»^ty Clerks of the several counties in this Territory salar- 
ies and fees as follows: In counties having not more 
than five thousand inhabitants or population, an annual 
salary of one thousand five hundred dollars; In counties 
having more than five thousand inhabitants or popula- 
tion there shall be allowed and paid to the County 
Clerks thereof an additional sum of two hundred and 
fifty dollars per annum for each five hundred inhabi- 
tants or population over five thousand; such salaries 
shall be payable quarterly by the proper county in the 
manner required by law, and shall be full payment for 
all services rendered as County Clerk, but as ex officio 
Register of Deeds he shall be entitled to, and for his 
own benefit shall receive from the party or parties re- 
questing the services to be rendered, the following fees

AN ACT Concerning Fences and Enclosures. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Sec 1. The following shall be a lawful fence in the 
Territory of Wyoming. A fence made of the tubular considrred 
wrought iron fence posts, or wooden posts, and three ^*^^"^- 
span of barbed wire, or two span . of barbed wire and 
one span of plain wire, or four span of plain wire, said 
posts used to be tubular wrought iron fence posts, with 
a cast iron base to be twenty-two inches in length, or 
wooden posts four inches in diameter, either of said 
posts so used to be placed at no greater distance apart 
than eighty feet, with iron or wooden stays not more 
than sixteen and one-half feet apart. A post and board 
fence made of sound posts not less than four inches in 
diameter, set substantially in the ground not more than 
eight ten feet apart, with three boards of one inch lumber 
inches wide and not more than ten inches apart, or four 
boards one inch thick and six inches wide, not more 
than eight inches apart, securely fastened with nails or 
otherwise. A three pole fence with round poles not less 
than two inches in diameter at the small end, with 
either upright or leaning posts, not more than twenty- 
one fefet apart securely fastened with nails, wires or 
otherwise. Providedf That all other fences made and 
constructed of beards, rails, poles, wires, stones or hedge P''*^^^^^- 
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plants, or other material which upon evidence shall be 
declared as strong and as well calculated to protect en- 
closures as those first decribed, shall be considered a 
lawful fence. Suqh plain wire as before described shall 
not be less than No. 8 wire. And all wires shall be kept 
properly stretched. And it is further provided, That 
none of the above described fences shall be considered 
lawful if less than four feet in height. 
Destruction Sec. 2. Any pcrsou who shall wilfully or negligently 
meanor, pen- leave opcu, break down or destroy any bars or gate, 
made and provided for the use and convenience of the 
public, or shall wilfully tear down, throw down or de- 
stroy in any manner any lawful fence, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction be 

{)unished by a fine of not more than one hundred dol- 
ars or by confinement in the county jail not more than 
three months or by both fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. That any person or persons who shall con- 
struct any barbed wire fence contrary to the provisions 
of section one of this act shall be liable for all damages 
to animals that may occur from the noncompliance with 
the above section, such damages to be collected in the 
same manner as damages from other causes as provided 
by law. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

AN ACT to define tlie fiscal year of the Territory of Wyoming and certain 

duties of Territorial officers. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of RepresentativcM 
of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section L Hereafter the fiscal year for all depart- 
ments of the Territorial Government shall begin at 
noon on the thirty-first (31) day of March in each year. 
The books and accounts of the Territorial Treasurer and 
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Territorial Auditor shall be balanced on that day in each 
year, for the purpose of permitting their verification by 
the special Legislative Committee, and this duty shall 
be performed by said Treasurer and Auditor in addition 
to those defined in section 2 of this act.

AN ACT for the Protection of Game. 

B$ it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful to pursue, hunt or Deer, eik, eir. 
kill any deer elk, moose, mountain sheep, mountain 
goat, antelope or buffalo save only from August 1st to 
November 15th inclusive in each year, or kill or capture 
by means of any pit, pitfall or trap any of the above 
named animals. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful to kill or destroy any^''^'^^®- 
means any ruffled grouse save only from the 15th day 
of August to the 15th of October in any year. 

Sec 3. It shall be unlawful to kill or destroy by any Q«»"- 
colon or quail for the period of five years from the pas- 
sage of this act, and thereafter only during the month 
of September of each year, or for any one person to kill 
any ptarmigan, pinated grouse, sharp tailed grouse or 
sage grouse or sage hen, save only from July 15th to 
November 15th inclusive in each year, or kill in any 
one day more than fifty of any of the game birds here- 
inbefore mentioned. 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful to kill any snipe, green f^l^^ ^®"" 
shank tattler, godwit, curlew, aroset or plover between 
the 1st day of April and the 15th day of August in each 
year.

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and place in charge of said pharmacy or store, a regis- 
tered pharmacist within the meaning of this act. 

Sec. 3. Any person in order to be a registered phar- Qualifications 
macist, druggist or apothecary, shall be a gradaate of pharmad'^t. 
some bona fide school of pharmacy, regularly chartered ®*^* 
by the State in which it is located or shall at the passage 
of this act have had three years practical experience in 
drug stores where the prescriptions of medical practi- 
tioners are compounded. 

Sec. 4. Pharmacists claiming the right of registra- 
tion under this act, on account of practical experience, 
shall within ninety days after its passage show to the 
satisfaction of the Register of Deeds that they have had 
three years practical experience in the preparation of 
prescriptions and in compounding and vending medi- 
cines and poisons. Provided, That nothing in this act 
shall apply to any person or persons in business on their 
own account upon the passage of this act. 

Sec. 5. All druggists shall be held responsible for Adulteration 
the quality of such drugs, medicines and chemicals as misdemeanor! 
they may sell or dispense, except such as are sold in the^®^*^*^* 
original packages of the manufacturers, and patent 
medicines and any adulteration of the same shall be 
considered a misdemeanor the penalty of which shall be 
a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than two 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any pharmacist, ^^J™ *^ ^ 
druggist or apothecary to sell, barter or give away any 
poisons without distinctly labelling the bottle, box or 
package, in which it is contained with the name of the 
article, the word " poison '' and a vignette representing 
a skull and cross bones, and the name and place of 
business of the seller. The purchaser must be made 
aware of the poisonous nature of the article, and shall 
represent that it is to be used for a legitimate purpose. 
The seller shall also enter in a book kept for that pur- 
pose the date of sale, name of purchaser, name and 
quality of the poison, and for what purpose it was 
purchased. 

Sec. 7. This provision shall not apply to the dispens- 
ing of poisons in usual doses, nor to physicians prescrip- 
tions. 

Sec. 8. Anv person or persons violating any of theMisdemea 
provisions of tnis act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- ^^' p«nai^y- 
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meaner and upon conviction shall be fined twenty-five 
dollars for each offense. 
Repeal. Sec. 9. All acts relating to the sale of poisons are 

hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

PHYSICIANS. 



AN ACT to Regulate the Fees of Physicians and Surgeons in Certain Cases. 

Be it enacted by^ the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming :

be called upon to testify ias an expert before a Coroner, 
or other officer, shall be entitled to a fee of five dollars 
for half a day or less and for more than half a day ten 
dollars,and when called upon to make a post-mortem ex- 
amination shall be entitled to a fee or thirty dollars, 
Provided, That the post-mortem be actually made. 
Duties of cor- ^^^* ^' ^^ shall DC the duty of the Coroner or other 
■oner. officcT who has Ordered such post-mortem examination 

to issue to said physician or surgeon a certificate for the 
fees herein before provided, which shall be paid by the 
Board of County Commissioners by issuing a countv 
warrant on the Treasurer of the county in which such 
services were rendered in the amount of such certificate 
issued by the Coronor or other officer; Provided, That 
this act shall not apply in the case of any physician 
regularly employed by the county .as such.

AN ACT Providing Rewards for Parties Charged with Felony. 

Be it enacted by the Council and . House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming. 

That whenever the Governor of this Ter-* 
v^,^when?' ritory is satified that a felony has been committed with- 
in the Territory, and that the party charged therewith 
has not been arrested, or has escaped therefrom, or hav- 
ing been convicted has escaped from custody he shall 
upon the request of the Prosecuting Attorney for the 
County wherein the crime is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, offer a reward of not exceeding five hundred 
dollars in anv case, for the arrest and delivery of such 
person, which reward upon the certificate of the Gover- 
nor that the same has been earned, shall be audited and 
paid out of the County Treasury wherein the offense is 
alleged to have been committed, or where the party was 
convicted, as the case may be. 
Duty of pros- Sec. 2. All applications to the Governor to offer re- 
eouting at- ^ards Under the first section of this act shall be in writ- 
ing and signed by the Prosecuting Attorney for the 
County wherein the offense is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, and shall be accompanied with a statement show- 
ing the sex of the alleged offender or convict together 
his or her probable age and general appearance when 
last seen, and the offense he or she is charged with hav- 
ing committed or been convicted of, and in case of con- 
viction so much of the record shall be attached as will 
show the conviction, and where not convicted the date 
of the commission of the alleged offense. 
Duty of gov- Sec. 3. Upon receiving the application and staie- 
eriior. mcut hereinbefore provided for, it snail be the duty of 

the Governor forthwith to prepare and cause to be issued 
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and published an advertisement in one newspaper pub- 
lished at the Capital and one in the County where the 
offense is alleged to have been committed if there be a 
newspaper published in such county, said advertisement 
to be inserted three times in each paper, in which shall be 
set forth the name of the alleged offender, or convict, 
together with a description of his or her person as fur- 
nished by the Prosecuting Attorney as hereinbefore re- 
quired, together with the offense alleged to have been 
f^ committed, or for which conviction has been secured ^ 

and the Governor may in his discretion in any case, also 
cause not more than five hundred postal cards contain- 
ing such rewards likewise to be printed and circulated, 
the expense of which advertisements and postal cards, 
when certified by the Governor shall be audited and 
paid out of the County Treasury where the alleged 
offense has been committed.

The road overseers of the respective counties 
seer *"' '^^*''' ^ball rcccivc as compensation for their services a sum to 
be fixed by the Board of County Commissioners not to 
exceed five (5) dollars per day* for each days' service 
actually and necessarily rendered in the performance of 
their duties. Claims for services under the provisions 
of this section shall be presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners in the same manner as other claims, 
against the county and shall be audited and allowed as 
provided by law. The amounts thus allowed shall be 
paid out out of the Road and Bridge Fund.

terested in the assessment of damages by reason of the 
opening, changing, or laying out said road, may ap- 
pear before the viewers at the time appointed for their 
meeting or at any adjourned meeting, and make appli- 
cation for wy damages to whiqh they may deem them- 
selves entitled, and it shall be the duty of said viewers 
to hear all such .applications, and any objections which 
may be made thereto, and in their report to the Board 
of County Commissioners they shall record the fact of 
the disallowance, or refusal by them of any such claim 
for damages.
